Comparative statements of appropriations and ex- 
penditures, estimated: and actual revenues for the fis- 
cal year ended December 31, 1950, are presented in ex- 
hibits C and D. As indicated by the budget summary 
(Exhibit D), a net overdraft of appropriations of 
$739.01, plus a revenue deficit of $815.38, resulted in a 
net budget deficit of $1,554.39. 
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Summary of Receipts and Expenditures (Exhibit E) 


A summary of receipts and expenditures for the fis- 
cal year ended December 31, 1950, made up in accord- 
ance with the uniform classification of accounts, is 
included in Exhibit E. Proof of the treasurer’s balance 
as of December 31, 1950, is indicated in Exhibit F. 


AUDIT PROCEDURE 


The accounts and records of all town officials charged 
with the custody, receipt and disbursement of public 
funds were examined and audited. Vouchers and can- 
celled checks were compared with supporting invoices 
and payrolls as well as entries in the books of record. 
Receipts were checked by source insofar as possible 
and totals of receipts and expenditures verified. Book 
balances were verified by comparison with reconciled 
bank balances made from statements obtained from 
depository banks. Verification of uncollected taxes was 
made by mailing notices to delinquent taxpayers as in- 
dicated by the collector’s records. 


GENERAL COMMENTS 
Selectmen’s Accounts 


At the time of the audit, the expenditures as re- 
corded in the Selectmen’s book had not been totaled 
and it became necessary for the auditors to do this. 
The columns in which the various account classifica- 
tions are carried out were likewise not totaled, so that 
the auditors also had to perform this work in order to 
balance the accounts. 

It is of particular importance that the expenditures 
be totaled at least monthly in order that comparison 
may be made between the individual appropriations 
and expenditures which are charged thereto. Unless 
this is done little or no control can be exercised over 
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appropriations. All accounts should be closed and bal- 
anced immediately after the close of the fiscal year be- 
fore the date on which the audit takes place. 

Particular attention should be given to the proper 
classification of expenditures and the matter of enter- 
ing the correct amount of vouchers in the book of 
record. 


Trust Funds 


Only two of the five trust fund bank books were 
available on the date of audit . 


Conclusion 


The provisions of Section 31, Chapter 211, of the 
Laws of 1939, require that this report or a summary of 
its essential features shall be published in the next an- 
nual town report. 

We extend our thanks to the officials of the Town of 
Lyman for their assistance during the course of the 
audit.

To the Citizens and School Board of Lyman: 


I herewith submit my eighth annual report as Sup- 
erintendent of Schools. 


The total enrollment in your school last year was 40. 
This was 13 more than that of the previous year. The 
average membership was 32.4 and the percentage of at- 
tendance was 88.92. There were three tardinesses for 
the year—an excellent record. The percentage of at- 
tendance is lowered by too many absences. When 
children are well and able, they should be in school. 
Good attendance fosters steady progress in school 
work. 

The school is much improved this year. With 27 pu- 
pils the room is not overcrowded and with five classes 
there is more time for each class. Each pupil gets more 
individual attention and the work is more interesting. 

New playground equipment has been purchased. The * 
children will be glad to see two new sets of swings put 
up on the playground this spring. 

In other school districts dental clinics have been es- 
tablished. Lyman should consider this step. A small 
committee working with Miss Simeneau could do a 
great deal to improve the dental health of Lyman 
children. 

Lyman is a pleasant community in which to work. 
I wish to thank the school board for their cooperation 
and Mrs. Edwards, the teacher, for her faithful service.
